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Hostages Escape 


Washington (UPI) - Two defiant armed con- 


victs barricaded themselves in a federal courthouse 
Sunday, saying they were willing to shoot it out 
even though their seven hostages escaped by using 
•an elevator key smuggled to them in a box of 
sanitary napkins. 


The two convicts, caught by surprise by the es- 


cape, at first said they would surrender but then 
refused to give up their guns as the government 
demanded. 


Federal officials cut off food to the two men 


and settled down in a siege to starve them out in 
hopes of avoiding bloodshed. 


The seven hostages, who had been held by con- 


victs Frank Gorham and Robert Jones since the 
two seized the ceUblock Thursday afternoon, 
slipped away Sunday morning while Gorham was 
asleep and Jones "was plainly duped" by a distrac- 
ting telephone call. 


The hostages escaped atlO a.m. by sneaking 


into an elevator they operated with the smuggled 
key. 


The escape plan was devised by William Hall, 


deputy director of U.S. marshals, during a series of 
telephone conversations the convicts had allowed 
their hostages to have with authorities and 
relatives. 


"We were looking for something to put the key 


into," a spokesman said. "Hall said right there... 
the box of sanitary napkins" which was sitting on 
the desk in the command center. The box had been 
requested by hostage Debra Collins earlier. 


The officials opened the box, went down about 


four napkins, put the key inside, and resealed it 
with glue. 


Hostage Calvin Mouton, a deputy U. S. 


marshal, found the key and herded the hostages 
into the elevator while Jones was talking on a 
telephone in another room. 


Later Sunday, Gorham and Jones released 


female prisoner Almeda Washington, at the request 
of U.S. Marshal George McKinney. She had been 
left behind by the escaping hostages because they 
feared she would betray the plan. 


Authorities sent Miss Washington back to the 


Washington Women's Detention Center after she 
spent a few minutes with her elderly mother. No 
charges were planned against her "at this time," 
officials said. 


Her release left Gorham and Jones alone in the 


ceUblock and John Russell, a Justice Department 
spokesman, said an attempt would be made to 
starve them out rather than attack them with 
weapons or teargas. 


"We're trying to have it end peacefully, 


without any violence," Russell said. "We're 
prepared to wait as long as necessary to have it end 
peacefully. 


"The last time food was brought in was 10 last 


night," he said Sunday night and when asked if 
there were 'plans to send in any more he said, 
"No." 


Not a shot had been fired and no one had been 


injured during the first 80 hours of the seige. 


When asked if the cellblock lights and air con- 


ditioning had been turned off, he refused to 
answer. 


Before Miss Washington was released Russell 


had said these actions would not be taken, but after 
her release he said: "The situation has changed." 


"Now we just have the two prisoners to deal 


with. 


"We've sent down our terms and we're waiting 


for them to come on out. They don't want to come 
out. We're waiting for them to change their 
minds." 


"It looks likeive're going to be here again all 


night," one Justice Department source said after 
Dept. Atty. Gen. Lawrence Sullivan went home. 
Atty. Gen. William Saxbe was out of town.

Belmont Has Meal Program 


What happens to stomachs during the summer after 


school lets out and the breakfast or lunch programs that 
guarantee most Lincoln kids one nutritious meal a day 
takes a vacation" too? 


At the Belmont Community Center, "I've seen tods 


coming in and buying pop and candy, then going swim- 
ming," said Executive Director David Lamb. 


But not this summer. 


First In Lincoln 


Lamb won a request to run the U.S. Department of 


Agriculture Summer Nutritional Feeding Program 
through July 26 at the Belmont center, "the first time 
Lincoln's ever had it," he said. 


Program guidelines require the center "not only to 


provide a meal, but to provide recreation for the kids," 
Lamb said. 


"We've been averaging about 45 kids a day for 


lunch" and about 25 daily for snacks, he said, attributing 
the drop-off to the heat, when kids would rather swim. 


USDA pays 36 cents for every meal a child eats, and 


12 cents for every snack. 


Many Low-Income 


Approximately two-thirds of the children are from 


low-income families or those with working mothers, 
Lamb said, explaining that anyone from age zero to 20 is * 
eligible, no matter where they live in Lincoln. Most of 
the participants are ages 5 to 14. 


"Any kid that comes in and says, 'I want to eat,' 


that's fine," Lamb said. The program can accommodate 


more children and doesn't discriminate against sex, 
family income or race. 


"We ask that they stay for the recreation, but it's 


not required," he said. 


Recreation Provided 


Three days a week, community center staff 


members supervise Softball games, and after snack- 
time, take the kids to swimming lessons. On other days, 
the center sponsors special activities, such as bike and 
nature hikes, movies, crafts, and golf and tennis lessons. 


But most importantly, "during the summer, it's 


good that they get a balanced meal," Lamb said. Four 
Neighborhood Youth Corps workers assist the center 
staff preparing the lunches of sandwiches, fruit, 
vegetables and milk. 


Every lunch must meet federal nutrition guidelines, 


but Lamb pointed out, "It's not a stuffing program.'' 
Snacks after play usually consist of cookies and milk or 
juice and rolls. 


Lamb 'Pleased' 


The children "don't have to participate every day to 


remain eligible," Lamb said. "I'm real pleased with it." 


However, "I think we could get more kids." he 


added. "There are so many areas in Lincoln" with 
children that could use the program, he said. 


Lamb expressed surprise that no other Lincoln 


agency had ever applied for the program before. In 
Omaha, he said, it's operated by about 10 or 12 
neighborhood centers and youth dubs, for example. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen.

Brezhnev "agreeing to restrict 
our nuclear submarines to 41." 


According to Jane's Fighting 


Ships, a recognized world 
authority, that is the number of 
ballistic missile submarines .the 
U.S. Navy has on its active list at 
present. 


Jackson, interviewed on the 


NBC program "Meet the Press," 
said he expected the White 
House to turn the letter over to 
the ,Senate subcommittee on 
Arms Control, of which he is 
chairman, this week. 


The senator said he also 


expected a second document, 
which he did not identify, to be 
turned over. 


''I expect these two 


documents to substantiate my 
case," he said. 


The senator added that he 


already had a copy of the second 
document. 


The "case" to which Jackson 


referred was a dispute which 
broke out in June between him 
and Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger as to whether there 
were secret protocols to the 
SALT I agreement on nuclear 
arms limitation signed in 
Moscow July 24, 1972. 


Jackson .agreed to a 


moratorium while Kissinger ac- 
companied President Nixon on a 
second summit meeting in the 
Soviet capital and he himself 
journeyed to Peking. 


Asked whether he intended to 


continue the charges, since both 
men were back, Jackson replied 
"the record is clear," and 
brought up the alleged secret 
letter. 


The dispute was touched off 


by the resipation of Paul Nitze, 
a former deputy secretary of 
defense, from his post as Nixon's 
chief negotiator at the Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks. 


Nitee told Jackson's subcom- 


mittee he quit because Kissinger 
had agreed to secret proposals, 
not submitted to Congress for 
approval, of which he had not 
been informed- 


Jackson said the "secret 


clarification" of the 1972 agree- 


ment gave the Soviet Union 70 
more sub-based missiles than 
the 950 total missile strength 
permitted in the published trea- 
ty- 


He said this "secret clarifica- 


tion clearly required con- 
gressional approval." 


Kissinger denied at a news 


conference June 24 that the 
secret agreement would increase 
the number of Soviet sea-based- 


missiles by 70 and reduce the 
American by 54. 


The secretary then had what 


was described as a "stormy 
session" lasting three hours with 
the subcommittee after which 
Jackson said: "I stand on the 
statement I made earlier." 


Kissinger said the "secret" 


document was merely an 
"understanding" on how the 
main agreement was to be im- 
plemented. 


Soviet Secret Police 
Said To Get U.S. Aid 


Washington (UPI) — Sen. Henry A. Jackson. D-Wash., charged 


Sunday the United States has agreed to sell the Soviet Union police 
equipment which could be used to help their secret police keep Rus- 
sian dissidents "under even tighter control." 


He mentioned that sale in connection with the 1972 wheat deal and 


a proposal to build wide-bodied jets in the Soviet Union, and declared 
"if this is detente, it's going to kill us." 


Jackson was interviewed on NBC's Meet The Press. 
His remarks came in response to a question as to whether he 


would scrap the policy of detente if he became president. 


"I want detente, but I do not think we have achieved it." he 


replied, and recalled the deal under which large amounts of U.S. 
wheat were supplied to Russia for long-term credit. 


"And get this," he added. "Now we are going to sell to Russia 


police equipment that will help the KGB hold the dissidents under 
even tighter control.'' 


The Russians want billions of dollars in economic assistance, he 


said — "They want everything in the Sears and Roebuck catalog as 
well as more strategic goods" — and the United States should offer to 
help them if they will reorder their priorities. 


If he were president, Jackson added, he would say to the Russians 


that the United States would help them provide for their people if they 
would change their ways and allow more human rights. 


"I think they will listen because they need our economic help. 


They are in deep economic trouble," he said. 


Jackson said his proposal for closer ties with China is not inconsis- 


tent with his adamant position regarding the Soviet Union. 


"The Chinese come to us with a checkbook, and are not asking any 


special favors,"' he explained. "The Russians not only want favorable 
credit terms but want special trade concessions in addition." 
U.S. Faces Fuel Threats 


An administration official said 


in Brussels June 25, while 
Kissinger was in the Belgian 
capital, that the "loophole" had 
been closed by "technicians on 
the eighth level" and added that 
the United States would never 
have agreed that the 70 seaborne 
missiles not be counted against 
the 950. 


The clarifications were 


reported reached by Kissinger 
and Soviet Ambassador to the 
United States Anatoly F. 
Dobrynin. 


Jackson, on the radio- 


television program, was asked if 
there were not a contradiction 
between his expressed wish for 
closer relations with Communist 
China and his opposition to gran- 
ting the Soviet Union favorable 
trade terms. 


"I don't think there is any con- 


tradiction," the senator replied. 
"The Russians are asking for 
economic help. The Chinese are 
not. 


"The Chinese come in with a 


checkbook, the Russians with a 
chisel." 


The Chinese, he said, have 


never asked for most-favored- 
nation trade treatment and the 
Russians have. 


"The Russians want billions in 


economic help from the United 
States. They want everything in 
the Sears & Roebuck catalogue," 
he said, adding that he was not 
interfering in the internal affairs 
of the Soviet Union but merely 
"laying down conditions for 
aid." 


"The question is," the senator 


said, "whether we should sub- 
sidize the Soviet military- 
industrial complex." 


NEW YORK (AP) - 


American fuel supplies are in 
good shape these days. But 
energy experts see three main 
threats to this rosy picture: a 
coal strike this fall, a sudden in- 
crease in consumer demand and 
more trouble from the Middle 
East. 


The possibility of a coal strike 


ranks first on their list of con- 
cerns, but they say any one of 


the three could quickly foul the 
delicate balance between supply 
and demand. 


"There's no problem with 


supplies that could be shown 
now — neither here or in 
Europe." said John Lichtblau, 
head of the Petroleum Research 
Institute, an oil industry sup- 
ported research organization. 


Lichtblau's analysis of fuel 


supplies is backed up by the

While the number of dormitory contracts 


signed for the fan at the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln is down compared to mid-summer last 
year, students are opting significantly for 
maximum visitation hours and coed living 
arrangements.

UNL Assistant Housing Director Dr. Kenneth 


Swerdlow said as of Friday he'd received about 3,- 
750 sfcned contracts, filling three oat of five dorm 
stats in UNL's approximate occupancy potential of 
5,200. 


Students during the past year chose increasingly 


to live in off-campus housing, protesting what they 
said was a combination of high prices, restrictions 
and lack of privacy in UNL residence halls. If that 
continued, students claimed occupancy rates this 
fall would plummet 


Rejeite OK Vtsitttion 


The NU Regents in April responded, 


authorizing extended visitation hours, 
coeducational living, grouping by academic in- 
terests and eliminating the "open door" policy. 
The only student request denied in me differen- 
tiated housing concept was possession and con- 
sumption of alcoholic beverages in residence halls. 


Conversely, if dorm resident restrictions were 


lifted, students said more of tbem would opt for en- 
campus living. 


''We're about 10% betend last year," Swerdlow 


said in an interview, **p*"*°?tg fiat factors affec- 
ting carnmrtrnente to dorm rooms go beyond per- 
sonal student preferences. 


While a decrease in UNL total enrollment is 


anticipated, he said "there are approximately 6.000 
vacant apartments in Lincoln, many new and 
others being built to accommodate new employes 
at Kawasaki Goodyear and the federal and state 
office buildings. 


"Last year, we had students talking to us who 


could rent brand new, two-bedroom apartments for 
$135 a month" divided four ways. "We can't com- 
pete with that" he said. 


Contracts this spring came out a month later 


than a year ago, delayed to include regental action 
on differentiated housing. Swerdlow said he thinks 
some students are waiting for publicity on bow 
UNL will implement the new policies before they 
sign contracts. 


Tremendously influential is the "plight of the 


farmer" owing to current adverse weather con- 
ditions, Swerdlow said. "The impact on UNL is 
pretty severe in that upwards of 957? of the student 
body here are native Nebraskans" — in effect 
tying dorm rooms to agricultural successes or 
failures. 


Last summer, similarly, "We were really 


worned," Swerdlow said, but in August, "We 
picked up 600 contracts. That's unheard of." He 
noted that if the agricultural situation improves, 
"The same thing could happen this year." 


New policies allow students to choose floors 


with no visitation boors, up to eight boors or up to 
14 hours daily. Of all the contracts submitted as of 
July 1, Swerdlow said "less than 50 men and 
women have chosen no hours.'' 


About 75% of male students and 60% of female 


students are choosing maximum visititation hours, 
he said. 


Schramm Hall, which is coeducational alter- 


nating men and women by Boor, has 310 contracts 
committed in a potential population of 484, 
Swerdlow said. 


All-male Gather Hall has 253 spots filled out of 


456 possible. And 341 students requested to live in 
the 432-capacity all-female Sandoz Hall. 


Bequests are also "running high," he said, for 


spots in two other all-women's halls. Smith I37Q of 
486) and Pound (385 of 456). 


Teachers College majors are gravitating to all- 


women's halls, he »aid, and Engineering College 
majors are requesting the large, all-male halls. 


All-Women's Halls 


Swerdlow concluded that while men's 


residence halls are "beginning to feel it a bit" in 
terms of popularity, "Our women's halls and our 
coed halls are about equally popular, based on 
requests to date." 


Two floors in Abel Hall are divided midway, 


with men on one end and women on the other. 
Each group has separate bathrooms. Swerdlow 
saiJ he's received 51 requests for one floor and 59 
for the other, exceeding the total available of 84. 


Students must be age 19 or over to make 


choices allowed by the differentiated housing 
policy; parents' signatures must be on contracts for 
students 18 and under. 


In past years, residence haus filled initially at 


97-98%, Swerdlow told Regents in April; last "fall 
that dropped to 92-93% and ended up this spring at 
83% occupancy.

ministration's latest statistics. 
They show that domestic 
supplies for all fuels — from gas- 
oline to home heating oil to 
heavy fuels for industry — are 
slightly above last year's levels.

So. Carolina Traditions Change 


Columbia, S.C. (AP) - Century-old 


political traditions that covered the state 
like ivy once covered South Carolina plan- 
tations are being torn away in this elec- 
tion year. 


An estimated 200,000 black registered 


voters are considered holders of the 
power balance in the Democratic primary 
and could be strong enough to tip the 
scales in the November general election. 


Blacks once were considered sure votes 


for the Democrats, but now that they 
have become more independent, all of 
the candidates are attempting to woo 
them. 


For decades, South Carobna voters 


turned their backs on all RepubUcans. In 
recent years they have voted for the GOP 


' on the national level, but seldom on the 
state or county tickets. 


Now, the Republicans are conducting 


their first statewide primary in South 
Carolina history Tuesday and have con- 
tests for governor and lieutenant gover- 
nor. 


Because of the gubernatorial foray of 


retired Gen. William C. Westmoreland, 
former Army chief of staff, national 
attention is focused on the primaries. 


Westmoreland, a South Carolina native 


and retired four-star general who was 
commander of American forces in Viet- 
nam, faces rugged opposition from state 
Sen. James B. Edwards, a Charleston 
oral surgeon. 


With the election only one day away, 


Edwards is given a better than average 
chance of defeating Westmoreland. 


For the first time since statehood, 


South Carolinians must ask for either a 
Democrat or Republican ballot. Of the 
911,000 registered voters, no more than 
35,000 are expected to request the GOP 
ballot. There are seven Democratic can- 
didates for governor. 


The three front-runners appear to be 


Lt. Gov. Earle E. Morris, Congressman J. 
Bryan Dorn, and Charleston investment 
banker Charles "Pug" Ravenel. 


Here too, the political climate of South 


Carolina has changed drastically. 


Historically, Ravenel would be lucky to 


get one per cent of the vote, simply 
because he attended Harvard and had 
worked for several years on Wall Street. 


This normally would turn off most 


South Carolina voters, but now he is 
pressing both Morris and Dorn for what 


apparently will be a run-off election. 


Others in the Democratic gubernatorial 


race and expected to get some of the vote, 
from 8 to 1 per cent, are former state Sen. 
Eugene "Nick" Zeigler of Florence; 
Maurice Bessinger, owner of a Columbia 
restaurant and once the leader of the 
George Wallace for President campaign 
in South Carolina; John Bolt Culbertson, 
a Greenville, S.C., attorney and long an 
advocate of civil rights; and Milton J. 
Dukes, an ordained Baptist preacher and 
owner of a cafe near Charleston. 


Political sources indicate that as many 


as 150,000 of the blacks will cast ballots in 
the Democratic primary. The same 
sources said no more than 309,000 of the 
whites will vote. 


One major factor bringing cat the black 


vote will be the recently approved reap- 
portionment of the 124-member House of 
Representatives. From now on, House 
members will be elected from "single- 
member districts, rather than at-large. 


With the newly drawn House lines, 


blacks have a chance of electing at least 
22 representatives, maybe a few more. 
Currently there are only three blacks in 
the House.

Canadian Police Nab Missing Killer;

San Quentin, Calif. (UPI) - 


Escape artist Niel Edward 
Darrow was in Canadian custody 
Sunday while prison officials 
puzzled over how the convicted 
murderer got over San Quentin's 
walls more than a month ago. 


Darrow, 30, who mysteriously 


disappeared from California's 
toughest facility June 12, was ap- 
prehended in Victoria, B.C., 
Friday. 


He was apprehended twice, 


actually. Victoria police, un- 
aware of Darrow's long record of 
escape attempts, said officers 


turned their backs on him "for 
just a minute," and he was gone. 
They chased him on foot and 
caught him a few blocks away, a 
spokesman said. 


Darrow, convicted in 


Sacramento of killing his wife, 
Margaret, has tried to break out 
of almost every jail he was in. 


He was last seen at San Quen- 


tin on the shores of San Fran- 
cisco Bay when a check was 
made of the maximum custody 
row where he was housed. For a 
while, prison guards thought 
Darrow was hiding inside the 


Monitor Use Planned

A purpose oi the expedition,

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Cash Showers 
On Parkway 
As Bag Drops 


Pittsburgh (UPI) - It rained

Washington (UPI) - The 


House plans major debate this 
week on a bill providing strip 
mining controls which the coal 
industry says are too tough and 
environmentalist say are not 
strong enough. 


The House passed a strong 


strip mining bill two years ago 
only to see it die in the Senate. 
This time, the Senate acted first, 
approving its version last Oc- 
tober. 


Debate is tentatively 


scheduled to begin Tuesday, 
with an interior committee- 
approved bill and two major sub- 
stitue bills all to be discussed. In 
addition, 
nearly 
200 


amendments have been fromally 
proposed for possible floor 
debate. 


The legislation is the out- 


growth of years of uncontrolled 
surface mining, mostly in Ap- 


palachia, which left the hillsides 
scarred and unattended. Now 
the coal industry, boosted by the 
need for more domestic energy 
source's, is turning its bulldozers 
and giant shovels to untapped 
areas of the Great Plains. 


The committee-approved bill 


would require most stripped 
land to be restored to its "ap- 
proximate original contour," 
and would outline a number of 
other restricitions in a 303-page 
document. Rep. Morris K. 
Udall, R-Ariz., the floor 
manager, considers it a com- 
promise. 


Because of intense lobbying by 


industry and environmental 
groups, two other bills will be 
called up during the debate. 


One, sponsored by Rep. Ken 


Hechler, D-W.Va., would outlaw 
all strip mining of coal in mon- 
tainous areas within six months, 


and phases out other stripping 
over a 54-month period. 


The industry backs a proposal 


by Rep. Craig Hosmer, R-Calif., 
which has reclamation 
requirements less strict than the 
committee bill. 


Before moving on the com- 


plicated strip mining measure, 
the House has tentatively 
scheduled action Tuesday on a 
controversial livestock bill which 
would provide up to $2 billion to 
guarantee 80% of private loans 
made to breeders who are failing 
financially. 


The measure, similar to a 


Senate-passed bill, is aimed at 
helping livestock breeders who 
claim depressed market prices 
for their animals 
plus 


skyrocketing feed and labor 
costs have pushed them into 
bankruptcy. 


The House Judiciary Com- 


mittee is expected to complete 
questioning of witnesses by 
midweek and prepare to start 
debate, possibly in public 
sessions, leading toward a vote 
next week on whether to recom- 
mend impeachment. 


House Democrats, meanwhile, 


will caucus Wednesday to dis- 
cuss proposed reforms of the 
House Committee system. 


In the Senate, another, 


filibuster may be in the of-- 
fing—this time over legislation 
whihch would create a Con- 
sumer Protection Agency to act 
on the consumer's behalf in 
proceedings before federal 
regulatory agencies. 


Although passed in simialr 


form by the house, the bill faces 
arduous debate in the Senate. 
The chances of getting a two- 
third vote to kill a filibuster are 
considered to be only fair. 


Massachusetts, Utah Red Cross Out Of Blood

Massachusetts and Utah 
reported Sunday the two states 
were out of blood. 


In Massachusetts, 130 of 172 


hospitals had no blood on hand, 
and "they're in a state of panic," 
a Red Cross spokesman said. 


In Utah, the spokesman said, 


"If there was a plane or bus acci- 
dent, there would be just 
nothing we can do." 


Blood banks in many other 


•areas reported they were 
experiencing some shortage, 
which many described as 
seasonal. The supply frequently 
dips in the summer, when 
regular donors are on vacation, 
and during long holiday periods 
such as July 4th or Christmas, 
spokesmen said. 


Still other cities reported their 


supply of blood was adequate. 


Margie Gandolfi, a Red Cross 


official in Massachusetts said, 
"Anything collected is going 
right out, so the crisis is still at 
hand. The problem is meeting 
emergency needs." 


It would take three weeks of 


500 donations a day to reach nor- 
mal levels, she said. 


In Utah, the center was out of 


blood through the weekend but 
there was no emergency appeal 
for donors. 


"Certainly there's a shortage,-" . 


said Mrs. Isabelle Brockman at 
the blood bank of General 
Hospital at Louisville, Ky. 
"There always is. One day this 
week we had no whole blood. 
We ask the doctors not to order 
it unless absolutely necessary." 


In Seattle, Wash., and 


Portland. Ore., officials reported 
an increase in the amount of 
open heart surgery taxed the 
supply of blood. 


"The need for blood is con- 


stantly increasing," said Red 
Cross Pacific Northwest Blood 
Program Administrator Paul 
Stuebe in Portland. Increased 
population should not affect de- 
mand, he said, but rather 
medicine is discovering more 
uses of blood and blood 
products. 


Steube and Marian Halliday, 


supervisor of the King County 
(Seattle) Blood Bank, both cited 
open "heart surgery, which 
Steube said requires 11 pints for 
each case. 


Jim Holland, director of the 


Community Blood Bank of Cen- 
tral Iowa at Des Moines, said he 
had only 16 units of A-positive 
blood Thursday and was short of 
0-positive and A-negative earlier 
in the week. 


"When those problems oc- 


curred here, I called the Com- 
munity Blood Bank in Kansas 
City which had the exact same 
problem in the exact same blood 
types," Holland said. 


At Nashville, Tenn., Jerry 


Gpwen at General Hospital said, 
"We're- down to about half our 
stick" and one serious injury 
could wipe out the entire supply. 


A Red Cross spokesman at 


Buffalo, N. Y., said supplies of 0- 


posmve and A-positive types' 
were adequate and other types' 
were in low supply. The Univer- 
sity of Mississippi Medical 
Center at Jackson said supplies* 
on hand were "awfully low" and 
donors were being encouraged 
to come in and give blood. 


Jewish Hospital in St. Louis/: 


Mo., reported a low inventory 
but,no acute danger. 


Michael Reese Hospital in, 


Chicago said it was adequately 
supplied. There was no shortage 
reported in San Francisco. 
Milwaukee, Wis., which, 
reported a list of 12,000,. 
volunteers to call in case of'a- 
shortage, said there was no- 
problem with its supply.

He said 82 officers who were 


on departmental probation when 
they walked off their jobs will be 
"terminated" immediately.

High Court Charged 
With Discrimination 


Washington (UPI) — The Supreme Court was charged by 


a magazine writer Sunday with personnel policies like those 
of an old-time southern plantation. 


In an article in the forthcoming issue of New Times, the 


court is said to give virtually all the better paying, prestigious 
jobs to whites and the undesireable jobs to blacks despite all 
its rulings that the Constitution commands racial equality in 
government. 


"Statistics ... tell a lot about the Supreme Court, but 


they tell the wrong story," says author Nina Totenberg. "The 
21 laborers... are all black. The 19 skilled craftsmen... are 
all white. 


"The 22 charwomen are all black. Of the 21 secretaries 


to the justices, 20 are white. All the justices' messengers are 
black. The next term will bring the second black law clerk in 
the court's history. 
< 


"The secretarial pool is all white. The telephone 


operators are all white. The full-time librarians are all white, 
except for two black messengers. The three printers are 
white. The three elevator operators are black ..." 


"Word of mouth recruiting... seems to be the order of 


the day, even though it has been held illegal by the Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commission," the article says. 


The court declined to comment on the charges when 


asked by UPI through the public relations office to do so.

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Eagleton Seeks Vindication 


JAMES 
RESTON 
'And Vision Of The Right 


Last week we noticed a short news 


story noting that two nationally known 
Missourians will serve as honorary 
chairmen of the re-election campaign of 
Sen. Thomas Eagleton, the Missouri 
Democrat who for a very short time was 
George McGovern's running mate in 1972. 


Mrs. Bess Wallace Truman, widow of 


the former president, has consented to aid 
Eagleton and the political endorsement is 
the first ever made by her. The other 
honorary chairman is Stan Musial, sports 
hero to millions of kids and grown-up 
baseball fans in the '40s and '50s, who now 
serves as senior vice president of the St. 
Louis Cardinals. 


Their enlistment can be seen as a 


signal that Sen. Eagleton very deeply 
desires vindication at the polls in Missouri 
this November and we are of the opinion 
that he deserves it, for reasons aside from 
the fact that he has represented his state 
and the nation well in the U.S. Senate. 


Eagleton, as you remember, resigned 


from the Democratic ticket under pressure 
in the summer of '72 after it was disclosed 
that he had undergone psychiatric care and 
treatment for "nervous exhaustion" at an 
earlier stage of his political career. The 
question, legitimate or not, of his mental 
and emotional stability was a factor in his 
forced departure, but as much of a factor 
was his lack of candor in not discussing 
with the ticket-makers during those hotel 
room discussions the extent of his medical 
history. The question that still remains 
from the Eagleton episode is why it was 
important that that part of his past be a 
matter of public concern. His health and 


performance since that time of hospitaliza- 
tion had been beyond question. Granted, 
the health and stability of public figures are 
of prime concern to the voters, but the 
successful treatment of disorders should be 
a plus, not a minus, in the eyes of the peo- 
ple. It is the public's lack of understanding 
of emotional disorders — which more peo- 
ple, public figures included, have than they 
will admit — that caused Eagleton to be 
less than candid. 


In any event it was Eagleton, not any 


member of the Nixon team, who first fell 
victim to the exacting standards by which 
the American people are now judging 
public men and women. And in Eagleton's 
case, the standards were unfair. 


Had he voluntarily disclosed his 


medical history, perhaps the public would 
have been understanding and not regarded 
it as important in choosing between the 
two teams, and perhaps not. Eagleton, 
pessimistic about public acceptance, chose 
to hedge on the issue, which was unfor- 
tunate. 


But we can sympathize to a far greater 


degree with Eagleton's lack of candor than 
with the amazing hypocrisy and covering 
up of another public figure who took bribes 
and then continued to preach law and 
order while the illegal payments crossed 
his vice presidential desk regularly. 


What the public yearns for in officials 


now are those who have been open and 
honest in their public and private affairs. 
But if the choice would come down to a 
candidate with a history of treatment for 
"nervous exhaustion," or a common 
criminal, we would take an Eagleton any 
day. 


Never Give Up 


A proposed constitutional amendment 


that would have boosted the pay of state 
senators from $4,800 to $8,100 a year was 
defeated by Nebraska voters in May by 
some 21,000 votes. : 


Considering the overwhelming 


margins of defeat legislative pay -aise 
proposals have experienced in the past, the 
vote this spring can be classified as a 
squeaker. 


Sen. George Syas of Omaha, who said 


he had expected Nebraskans to approve the 
proposal this last time out at the polls, ap- 
parently saw something hopeful in the 
relatively narrow margin of defeat. At least 
he sounds optimistic. 


Syas says he will seek pay raises for 


Unicameral members again in die 1975 ses- 


sion, which will mean another statewide 
vote on the issue in 1976. 


Syas hasn't decided, he said, on the 


form his proposed new amendment would 
take; whether he will suggest a salary limit 
or not. But he does feel that even $800 a 
month, twice the current rate, is not 
enough compensation for senators. 


We'll .agree with Syas that the present 


pay is completely inadequate, an unfair 
reward for service from a penurious con- 
stituency.

We'll withhold judgment of the con- 


tent of Syas' pay raise proposal until we see 
what he comes up with, but we'll en- 
courage him in his efforts. Syas is on the 
right track.

This did not prove to 
be a very contagious suggestion, 
but Wilson said some things that 
day that are relevant to our pre- 
sent political and public con- 
fusions. 


"The nation has been deeply 


stirred," he said, "stirred by a 
solemn passion, stirred by the 
knowledge of .wrong, of ideals 
lost, of government too often 
debauched and made an instru- 
ment of evil ... We know our 
task to be no mere task of 
politics but a task which shall 
search us through and through, 
whether we be able to unders-

Wilson was concerned that the 


people and the Congress, con- 
fronted by the difficult and am- 
biguous problems of that day, .

"that we should do this as par- 
tisans; it is inconceivable that 
we should do it in ignorance of 
the facts as they are, or in blind 
haste . . . Men's hopes call upon 
us to say what we will do. Who 
shall live up to the great trust? 
Who dares fail to try? 


Compare this with the rhetoric 


and arguments of the White 
House, the Congress, and the 
country today. Again the, nation 
has been confronted by "the 
knowledge of wrong, of ideals 
lost, of government too often 
debauched and made an instru- 
ment of evil." The evidence is 
clear before us on the White 
House tapes, but the reaction is 
quite different. " 


It is no longer "inconceivable" 


that we should seek "justice" 
without knowledge of the 
"facts" — the White House is 
refusing to produce the facts, 
and telling the Supreme Court to 
stay out of the case, and refusing 
to say even whether it will abide 
by the judgment of the highest 
court of the land. 


It is no longer "inconceivable" 


that this great constitutional 
crisis of today should be ap- 
proached in partisan terms: the 


White House legal strategy is to 
provoke a partisan split and 
thereby, in successful, assure 
enough votes to avoid conviction 
of the President on the evidence. 


The Congress is not exactly 


motivated these days by "every 
man's conscience and vision of 
the right," but is seething with 
partisan sentiments, and the 
public opinion polls reflect 


the mass media — newspapers, 
television and radio — are 
providing 'too much' coverage of 
Watergate." 


This is the most interesting 


and probably the most decisive 
question about the impeachment 
process: whether the people and 
the Congress want the disturbing 
facts, or whether they are bored 
and frightened by the facts and 
want to evade them.

House has gone into the 
Supreme Court and argued that 
the President alone should 
decide what evidence ought to 
be made available,-even 
evidence .of criminal miscon- 
duct. 


Also the House Judiciary com- 


mittee has issued its recordings 


deputy press secretary, Gerald 
L. Warren, announced that the 
White House transcripts 
represented "the complete story 
as it relates to the President and 
Watergate." 


But the Judiciary Committee 


version includes one statement 
eliminated by the White House, 
in which the President, 
eliminating his gutter language, 
says: "I want you all to 
stonewall it, let them (his aides) 
plead the Fifth Amendment, 
cover-up or anything else, if it'll 
save the plan.

Later, he said he might prefer 


to do it another way, by giving 


the Congress a partial report of 
the evidence, but his personal in- 
volvement in the discussion of 
covering up and obstructing 
justice is clear, yet the White 
House says this and other dis- 
crepancies are meaningless. 


In fact, James St. Clair, the 


President's lawyer, is turning 
out to be the shiftiest broken- 
field runner to come out of the 
University of Illinois since Red 
Grange.

Congress seem to be a little 
numb after two years of con- 
troversy and contradiction since 
the Watergate break-in. They 
seem to be waiting for a clear 
response from the people and 
the people seem to be waiting 
for a clear response from the 
Congress.

With concern about the safety 


of consumer products continuing 
to run strong, 77% of the buying 
public favor "the federal govern- 
ment developing more extensive 
standards for product safety." 


In 11 of 14 products asked 


about, there has been a rise in 
the number of Americans who 
are worried about safety hazards 
or potentially dangerous defects. 
Home pesticides, room heaters, 
automobiles and power lawn- 
mowers top the list of products 
causing the most public concern. 


Recently the Harris Survey 


asked a cross section of 1,407 
households, as it had back in 
1971: 


"Some people have expressed 


concern over the danger of in- 
jury or poisoning from certain 


products. For each product on 
this card, ptease tell me whether 
in using this product, you feel 
there is serious danger to your 
health or safety, only some 
danger, or almost no danger at 
all."

auto tire safety, on the other 
hand, has dropped from 69% to

> Aside from these categories, 
there has been in some cases a 
marked increase since 1971 in 
public worry about 11 products 
surveyed. 


—In the category of canned 


goods, 63% report being uneasy 
or worried about food poisoning, 
particularly botulism. 


The number of people who use 


hair sprays and coloring for the 
hair has grown rapidly. But with 
increased usage, public worry 
about poisoning from the sprays 
or coloring has also risen from 
54% to 62%. 


-Back in 1971, a substantial 


71% of the public was worried 
about the safety of power lawn- 
mowers and the possibility of ac- 
cidents resulting from their use. 
In 1974, an even higher 76% 
express concern. 


All in all, the public not only is 


worried about product safety but 
also feels that the federal 
government is not doing a highly 
effective job of enforcing safety 
standards.

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Statistics Aid Farmers 
In Planning, Marketing 


By DOMINICK COSTELLO 


Farm Editor 


Farmers are demanding more 


information on which to base 
grain marketing and crop plan- 
ning decisions, according to 
Doug Murfield, head of the 
State-Federal 
Division of 


Agricultural Statistical Services. 


Murfield has developed a 


check list of reports which 
farmers can have mailed directly 
to them free of charge by writing 
to the state office in Lincoln. 


The reports are developed 


.within the state office based on 
state and federal data but are 
boiled down to an easily read 
summary of information on crop 
production, use of that crop in 
the United States and an ap- 
praisal of production of that 
same crop in other nations, plus 
the potential export demand for 
that crop. 


Farmers Confused 


Murfield noted that farmers 


are sometimes confused by 
terms used by the various 
government agencies within the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
in preparing data issued by the 
government on crop production 
and usage. 


The first predictions published 


in the crop year are prepared by 


the Economic Research Service. 
These are called projections and 
are based on past years' crop 
experience, plus scattered 
observations of planting 
progress and weather con- 
ditions. Murfield refers to 
projections as a "sort of scien- 
tific wild guess". 


The next set of predictions is 


based on questionaires sent to 
farmers and some 200 field visits 
by staff experts on crops. These 
are called forecasts and are 
generally reguarded as more ac- 
curate than projections. 


Estimates Best 


Finally, there are the es- 


timates. These are the most ac- 
curate of all, because they ac- 
tually are based on harvest data 
collected from farmers. These 
are also based on actual 
harvested acreage rather than 
planted acreage. 


"We always get some land that 


is never harvested for grain. 
Hail, dry weather, too much rain 
or disease takes its toll. We can't 
predict which problems will be a 
factor in a given year, so this is 
one reason estimates are more 
accurate than forecasts and 
projections," he said. 


Murfield thinks farmers ought 


to make themselves as 


knowledgeable as possible about 
world and national factors that 
affect their grain price, but he 
admits there is no way to predict 
what the price will be on a given 
day. 


"We used to think a 10-cent 


rise in price was a big deal, but 
wheat bobs up and down 15 
cents a bushel a day. The only 
way a farmer can protect 
himself is to market his grain in 
an orderly fashion over several 
months. We can help him with 
information on trends; but 
nobody can predict the price 
fluctuations today," he said. 


Not Waste Of Time 


Farmers might feel that trying 


to study the grain market is a 
waste of time under such 
marketing conditions, but Mur- 
field thinks the effort is 
worthwhile. 


"For one thing, the people to 


whom you sell your grain are 
using it so you should be as well 
informed as they are, and we 
make it easy with these single 
page reports," he said.

years. 


At least a third of the canned 


pea crop in the area is gone, 
along with the roofs of three 
huge warehouses and hundreds 
of thousands of empty cans 
ruined by the storm. 


Sweetcom was also damaged, 


but most of that is expected to 
recover. 


Oats, a major crop in the area, 


is nearly a total loss from hail 
and heavy rain. Low spots were 
buried in mud and standing 
water. 


More than 100 of the large 


Minnesota-style dairy barns 
were blown down and at least 
another 100 were badly damaged 
along with dozens of empty grain 
bins, hog houses and other out- 
buildings. 


A vacation drive through 


eastern Iowa is equally 
depressing. Crops are badly 
delayed and in some cases en- 
tirely lost due to weather- 
related problems. 


Dry weather has damaged 


crop prospects here in ftebraska 
and in other western stales. 
Without a general rain in the 
next week, some of the crop 
prospects indicated in govern- 
ment reports vail be lost forever.

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The volume of thefts of farm

Sizing up trends in production 


costs, he states, "One important 
trend in the cost structure is the 
increasing level of non-feed 
costs. We used to hear that feed 
was three-fourths of the total 
cost of producing hogs. Now, 
even with $2.20 corn, feed is less 
than two-thirds of total produc- 
tion cost. 


"While feed costs tend to fluc- 


tuate widely, non-feed costs tend 
to rise steadily. Once they reach 
a level, they do not drop, but 
usually increase further." 


Feed is still by far the largest 


single cost item, according to 
Bitney. "So, management prac- 
tices which increase feed ef- 
ficiency still deserve a high 
priority. But non-feed costs have 
reached a level that requires 
managers to carefully consider 
practices which might hold 
down or reduce non-feed costs. 
Tradeoffs between feed efficien- 
cy and building costs also need 
to be examined closely. 


"If total production costs are 


to drop from the current level, it 
can only be done through lower 
feed costs,'' he believes.

Weekly Grain Report

A curious new development in 


world meat trade could mean a 
major policy change has been 
made by the U.S.S.R. in how it 
feeds its people. 


Russia has purchased substan- 


tial amounts of butter, poultry, 
beef and mutton in various p'arts 
of the world, apparently to be 
used to feed its own people. 


All of these products were 


bought at distress prices, except 
for the mutton, which Cleaned 
out the coolers in New Zealand. 


This possibly could indicate 


that the decision makers in the 
U-S.S.R. have decided to buy 
meat instead of buying grain and 
raising the animals at home. 


More likely, it was simply a 


chance to buy surpluses of meat 
and butter at a low price, a prac- 
tice used for several years. 


There have been disturbing 


stories that the delayed 
shipments of feed grain and 
wheat purchased by Russia 
would be resold to American 
suppliers who have not yet 
shipped the grain. 


Other stories have indicated 


weather problems within the 
Soviet Union that could curtail 
grain production there this year. 


All these factors need to be 


watched, but getting facts in 
Russia is not simple. Russia is 
such a huge market for food that 
any decisions it makes can have 
a major impact on the price of 
grain and livestock in all parts of 
the world.

A coupon clipped, is a penny earned 


— if the coupon is used, that is. 


In fact by using all the coupons 


published in the Lincoln Star and Sun- 
day Journal Star for a two-week 
period from June 21 through July 5, a 
consumer could have saved at least 
$124.49 off regular prices. 


And with his savinp the consumer 


would have more than an ample supp- 
ly of coffee, a sweet-smelling toilet 
bowl, enough toothpaste to last a year, 
no excuse for dirty hair and a 90-cent 
turkey sandwich. 


Other coupon steals, besides the or- 


dinary food and household items, in- 
cluded pocket calculators, yarn, gar- 
den hose hangers, lawn chair re-web 
kits (and the lawn chairs themselves) 
decorator paneling, opera glasses, 
cameras, Crackerjacks razers, cotton 
swabs, shoes, tin snips and a bird bath. 


However most people are'selective. 


They won't buy something simply 
because it is advertised at a coupon 
savings. "You still have to have the 
right items at the right prices," 
explained Herb Naber, manager of 
Walgreen's Drug. 


Local stores use coupon advertising 


to draw more people into the store, to 
acquaint customers with a particular 
product and to give a better price yet 
control the sales. 


And most store managers contacted 


feel that coupons are effective. 


Naber has found that coupons do

bring in more people, especially on 
weekends. 


"We have twice as much in sales 


when we advertise foil with a coupon 
than when we sell it at the regular 
price," said Darrell Jensen, owner of 
the Piedmont Ben Franklin store. 


And rather than a nuisance to the 


cashier, some managers see coupons 
as a benefit because they "remind the 
cashier that the item is on sale." 


But not every store is sold on the 


effectiveness of coupons. 


"We do use them (coupons) some," 


said Jack Moore, part owner of Ideal 
Grocery, "but it's our opinion that 
newspaper coupons are not quite as 
popular as they were." 


He pointed out that "coupons that 


are mailed to the home are redeemed 
in the same amount as always. I think 
it is because they're easier to use. 


"With coupons in newspaper ads, 


people have to go through the trouble 
of clipping them out and often papers 
are thrown away before people have a 
chance to save the coupons." 


With a little organization, however, 


using coupons doesn't necessarily 
need to be ail that much trouble, as 
one Lincoln housewife indicated. 


"I don t clip all the coupons." she 


said. "Just the ones on things I'm in- 
terested in. 


"Then I group them all — like I put 


all the cereal coupons together. And 
when I make my grocery list, I sort 
them out." 


"As a rule, I don't use them for 


myself," said Mrs. Stanley Wenz. "It 
seems that everytime I clip them, I 
stick them in another purse and don't 
have them when I go to the store. 


"But I will stick them in an 


envelope and mail them to a church or 
local charity." 


Raising Children 
Best Sex Education? 


Editors note. N'nth of a series in ten 


parts excerpted <rom the book Raising 
Children In A Difficult Time, By Or 
Beniamin Spock 


Fifty years ago, after Freud 


had shown the connection 
between various neuroses and 
the frightening, guilty ideas that 
some children acquire about sex 
in early childhood, many of the 
professionals had high hopes 
that such neuroses could be 
prevented. They felt that if 
parents could be helped to un- 
derstand the need for 
wholesome and thorough sex 
education, it should be possible 
not only to prevent children 
from developing sexual neuroses 
but also to improve greatly the 
sexual adjustments of men and 
women. 


Better and more wholesome 


sex education could be achieved, 
these educators believed, if 
parents would talk with greater 
frankness and naturalness about 
the sexual facts of life with their 
children, beginning at an early 
age. 


Time and experience have 


shown that those hopes of half a 
century ago were too high and 
ingenuous. To be sure, we do 
have a more comfortable at- 
titude toward sex nowadays and 
there may have been some 
reduction in certain of the 
neuroses most directly related to 
excessive anxiety about sexuali- 
ty. But there is still a great deal 
of neurosis, perversion, im- 
potence and frigidity, as well as 
maladjustment to sex and to 
marriage. 


The principal way in which the 


early educators misjudged was 
in assuming that the neuroses 
and sexual disturbances to which 
Freud referred were caused 
mainly by simple, intellectual 
misunderstandings about sex by 
children who had not had things 
explained to them correctly. Ac- 
tually the more significant 
causes of these neuroses lie 
deeper in the unconscious mind 
— in disturbed feelings, par- 
ticularly those of children 
toward their parents. 


A typical example would be an 


abnormally close and possessive 


relationship between a child and 
the parent of the opposite sex 
and an exaggeratedly an- 
tagonistic, fearful, guilty at- 
titude toward the other parent. 


Another way in which the ear- 


ly sex educators misjudged was 
in assuming that once children 
got the facts straight, they would 
be on the right track for good. 
Anyone who has had young 
children who ask questions'and 
state their own views about the 
facts of life knows that no matter 
how carefully they are 
straightened out each time, they 
are forever developing new, un- 
realistic notions. A parent's first 
thought is that another child is 
feeding them misinformation. 
Occasionally, that's the explana- 
tion. But more often it's that the 
children themselves are 


, dreaming up new facts of life. 


Perhaps you think I'm 


defeating my purpose by playing 
down the effectiveness of sex 
education right at the start of 
this discussion. But I want not 
only to give you a realistic view, 
but also to put you more at ease. 
I want to prevent your getting 
the idea that in order to keep 
your children mentally or sexual- 
ly healthy, you must give them a 
perfect course of sex instruction 
— or at least give them perfect 
answers to their questions. 
You'll do a better job if you 
don't take it too seriously. I also 
want to be able to point out 
what, by contrast, is really the 
important part of sex education. 


I feel quite sure that the most 


crucial aspect of sex education 
for any child is not the factual 
explanations they hear from 
time to time, but the picture 
they form of the over-all 
relationship between their 
parents and between each of 
their parents and themselves. If 
their parents love each other, 
respect each other, show an ap- 
propriate degree of physical 
affection for each other, then the 
children will have a basic image 
laid down that will be a powerful 
guide for them as they grow. 
They will strive always to be like 
the parent of their own sex. They 


will hope to have, to cherish and 
to help a future spouse of their 
own as they see their parent 
doing. 


In addition, it is necessary for 


each of a child's parents to enjoy 
the child as boy or girl — 
whichever the child is. A boy, in 
order to be ready to play a man's 
role as husband and worker, 
should have felt his father's 
general approval, affection and 
firm leadership. A father who 
has been consistently standoffish 
makes an unsatisfactory guide. 
The same applies between the 
mother and daughter. 


The parent of the opposite sex 


should be able to enjoy the child 
as a member of the opposite sex. 
(I don't mean that the parent 
should be seductive to the child.) 
This, plus the child's own 
romantic attachment to the 
parent of the opposite sex, 
prepares him or her to fall in 
love with, to win, to be a good 
lover to, to take care of, to live 
comfortably with, an ap- 
propriate member of the op- 
posite sex — someday. 


Whether or not children hear 


the most approved explanation 
of the physical difference 
between the sexes or of where 
babies come "from or of how 
human beings mate is of secon- 
dary importance. To stretch this 
point, even if children get most 
of their information from ig- 
norant playmates or from 
literature that parents disap- 
prove of, nevertheless, if their 
feelings are right, they will not 
be harmed much by this misin- 
formation. 


Am I saying there is no impor- 


tance at all to sex education of 
the specific, verbal type through 
childhood? No. I think it is 
definitely worthwhile. It helps, if 
only in a secondary way, to give 
children — gradually, as they 
grow — a more correct and 
wholesome view of things. 


Discussion about the facts of 


life is also valuable in giving 
children the feeling that it is all 
right from time to time to ask 
their parents more questions — 
until children think they know 
more than their parents. This 
will keep children from having 
as strange fantasies, or being as 
puzzled by other children's mor- 
bid ideas, as they might 
otherwise.

The "Paralyzers" have come to Lincoln. 
The "Paralyzer," a pocket-size cannister of 


tear gas is being sold as protection for the ordinary 
citizen against criminals. 


And in just two weeks John Long, ov»ner of the 


Golden Cue and state distributor for the chemical 
defense weapon has sold about seven dozen 
"Paralyzers" in Lincoln and Omaha. 


Lincoln waitresses, single women, and 


mothers have purchased them. One woman bought 
hah" a dozen for herself and her daughters A man, 


planning a tent-camping trip in the West, picked up 
one to ward off bears. 


The simple-to-operate aerosol spray is a logical 


answer to self defense for the woman alone or the 
home owner, according to Long. It incapacitates an 
attacker without any permanent damage and 
without affecting the user, according to its claims. 


But the "Paralyzer" is not the first tear gas 


spray to cross Lincoln counters. Lawlor's has sold 
tear gas pens for three years. 


The "Paralyzer" is filled with a gas chemically 


known as CS, the same stuff now used by the U.S. 


Army for riot control and by the Lincoln City 
police. The pens use mace or CN, an older form of 
tear gas. 


Long knows that the little devices work. 


Several years ago he used one on a swinging, 
belligerrent drunk who was causing a disturbance. 
After one spray, the drunk "turned tails and left." 


The tear-gas weapons are legal. No permit is 


required to buy or carry one, though Long does not 
sell any to minors under 18. 


Like the Bsts, the tear-gas sprays must be used 


with discretion. It's not illegal to use them "for 
protection," according to city police. 


The pocket-size models which look much like a 


Magic Marker, can spray about 10 feet and hold 
enough chemical for about 40 squirts. It is 
guaranteed for five years. 


Included among the claims on the package 


label are ... 
"simple to use" . . . "no 


marksmanship necessary" . . . "fires a shotgun 
pattern" ... ''instantly disables one or a gang of at- 
tackers for 10 to 15 minutes" ... "safe to use, will 
not effect the user." 


Long admits that the device could be used for 


crime, but adds, "If a guy came in here, I'd rather 
he had the spray than a .38 caliber revolver. Even if 
I'm the victim, at least it won't be lethal." 


Long started selling the tear-gas weapons after 


recent publicity on rising rapes and burglaries, 
'"very frankly to make money, but it's also 
something that people want and need." 


Long says he is selling peace of mind. "It's like 


an insurance policy. You hope you don't have to 
use it, but you're glad you have it if you ever need 
it."

Five weeks from today football practice will start for 


most Nebraska state colleges and the outlook appears to be a 
picture of balance. 


On a sad note, for the first time there will be no football 


at Fairbury's Nebraska Southern Junior College and 
departed coach Vern Thomson will be at Fairbury High. 


Thomson is cautious about the athletic program for the 


Bombers because he believes that dropping football may 
hurt other sports. 


He points out that several of the athletes in other sports 


came to the Fairbury campus to participate in two or more 
sports and with football being dropped, some of those 
athletes may attend other schools. 


Whether or not that comes true may take several years, 


but it was one argument used by the college's athletic depart- 
ment for not dropping the sport.

For openers the athlete may change his mind and go 
elsewhere or not even go to college.

the universities because there are no athletic scholarship 
grants made by the smaller schools.

A spectator at the Wounded 


Knee Trials in Lincoln might 
have trouble determining who is 
on trial. 


Most of the questions and 


answers to date have centered 
on the propriety of actions taken 
by federal law enforcement of- 
ficers. 


The government had proved to 


the satisfaction of the judge that 
the defendants, Gregorio 
Jaramillo and Michael Eugene 
Sturdavent, were arrested near 
the village carrying ammuni- 
tion. The government has yet to 
link Jaramillo and Sturdavent 
with any wrongdoing. 


The defense has been challen- 


ing the testimonies of FBI 
agents, federal marshals and 
Bureau of Indian Affairs police. 
In many cases the officers say 
they cannot recall certain de- 
tails, and in some cases their 
testimonies appear to conflict. 


The g o v e r n m e n t has 


frequently found itself objecting 
to testimony from its own wit- 
nesses. 


The defense has attempted to 


prove that the FBI did not allow 
suspects to see attorneys or post 
bail until they submitted to in- 
terrogation. 


Defense lawyers have also at- 


tacked the U.S. attorney's office 
for failure to comply with court 
orders calling on the gov- 
ernment to -upply certain docu- 
ments to the defense.

Dyas: Wrong 
To Cut Pollution 
Control Funding 


"We should not be cutting 


back on programs which con- 
serve our natural resources or 
which are of proven benefit to 
people who need help," says 
Hess Dyas. candidate for the 
First Congressional District seat 


The Democratic 
candidate 


was referring to President 
Mxon's impoundment of water 
pollution control funds. Part of 
these would be used for the con- 
struction of 16 wastewater treat- 
ment facilities in Nebraska. 


He said the administration's 


apparent reason for impounding 
the funds -was to slow inflation. 
While Dyas said it -was an impor- 
tant goal, he added Ihat cutbacks 
should occur "where interests 
continue to become wealthier at 
the average taxpayers1 expense." 


Earlier this month, Nebraska 


joined 17 other states in a law 
suit which seeks the release of 
the funds. 


said the defense had also failed 
to provide certain documents for 
the government, including some 
weather reports. 


Defense attorney Kenneth Til- 


sen, noting the reports were fur- 
nished by the National Weather 
Service, told Clayton "I don't 
blame you for not trusting the 
federal government." 


The biggest attack on the 


government to date came when 
the defense asked to subpoena 
Elliot Richardson and Richard 
Kleindienst. The defense said 
both former Nixon adminis- 
tration officials would be needed 
as witnesses in an effort to show 
the government 
used the 


military illegally against the dis- 
sidents occupying the village. 


The subpoenas were not 


granted. 


The tables could be turned if 


the defense is able to bring In- 
dian treaties into the case. In 
that event, the prosecution 
could find itself trying to prove 
the government was not guilty. 


With preliminary motions out 


of the way, the trial could go on 
to the point where Judge Warren 
K. Urbom has to decide whether 
it was right or wrong for the 
American Indian Movement to 
take over the village. 


The first hint that the trials 


would touch the larger ques- 
tions came when defense attor- 
ny Clyde Henning stood up and 
asked "by what right did the 
U.S. government maintain a post 
office in an independent 
nation?" 


While a spectator might have 


trouble determining who is on 
trial, there is no doubt in the 
mind of Judge Urbom. He has to 
decide the guilt or innocence of 
Jaramillo and Sturdavent. They 
face possible sentences of five 
years and S10,000 fines if con- 
victed. 


The security system inside the 


courthouse has changed since 
the trials began. There are 
federal marshals—some of the 
ones who surrounded the village 
during the occupation — guar- 
ding the courthouse. 


When the trial started, there 


were also American Indian 
Movement security forces act- 
ing as guards. 


Both sides have since decided 


that there is little chance of trou- 
ble. The AIM guards are not 
showing up any more, and the 


federal officers are talking about 
reducing the number of guards. 


The cases are sometimes 


called "Indian trials." Jaramillo 
is a Chicano. He said he was no 
more an Indian than other 
Chicanes, but said he would be 
part Indian if he was willing to 
believe that all Chicanos were 
descendants of Spaniards and 
Indians. 


Urbom's court is probably one 


of the few federal court rooms 
where standing for the judge is 
optional. When Urbom walked 
in the first time to start the trial, 
Sturdavent and several spec- 
tators did not stand. 


Urbom didn't force the issue, 


but after Sturdevant watched the 
judge work for several hours, he 
began to stand whenever Urbom 
entered the room.

Cisco Kid and Red Ryder were alive and well and 
frolicking in the ballroom of a Dallas hotel. 


Holy Moly! There's Monte Hale, "the Singing 


Cowboy" and I. Stanford Jolley, the black hat 
who menaced Wild Bill Hickok, Lash LaRue and 
other cowboy heroes. 


And Smith Ballew, who stormed the country in 


the 1930s with Glenn Miller, then romped with 
Gene Autry, Johnny Mack Brown and others 
through a series of Saturday oaters. 


They're all part of the American Nostalgia 


Convention, an annual assemblage of buffs who'll 
beg, 
buy, borrow or barter anything from a 


Bogart movie poster to a Lone Ranger comic 
book or film.

"They loved each other,"' said 


Ava Jean Hood, owner and 
manager of the home. "We 
thought it was wonderful when 
they decided to get married. And 
the only difference it made here 
at the home was pulling two 
twin beds together in a room un- 
der a king-sized coverlet" 


Other than that the couple 


still requires baths, laundry ser- 
vice, bed changes, bUp with 
medication and three meals a 
day. 


"It's 
beyond me how the 


government thinks that marriage 
should make it simple for two to 
Jive as cheaply as one,"' said Mrs. 
Hood. 


"You can't believe the 


goodness of people," she said. 
"We've had an offer of a home 
for them for no money, except 
the woman who offered it didn't 
realize the seriousness of their 
medical needs. She said she'd do 
everything for them—ironing, 
bed-maMng, baths, joa name it 
She was just wonderful" 


Mrs. Hood said a young couple 


telephoned from California, 
saying they wanted to send 
money for the Armstrongs" 
monthly rent 


"And we have one man who's 


already out in his neighborhood 
going door to door asking each 
person for a foaranteeed f 10 a 
month so that the Armstrongs 
can stay here — and stay 
married," she said. "He doesn't 
want to see them get a divorce 
just to get government money."

New York (AP) — Everybody 


knows the Japanese are masters 
at making things small and com- 
pact, right? 
' 


That's why gentlemen ap- 


parently from Japan are now 
appearing on your television 
screen to sell the idea that small 
American products are better 
than those ubiquitous Japanese 
imports. 


"If Toyota can use Americans 


why can't Pontiac use 
Japanese," one advertising 
executive said of this recent 
strategy to combat the "Made in 
Japan" manufacturing wave. 


So now actor Saab Shimono is 


pulling a small surprise on 
viewers in a commercial for the 
Pontiac Ventura. The network 
spot starts out like a routine 
pitch for one of the competing 
Japanese imports in the family 
compact automobile class, but 
after the kimono-clad actor 
praises the car's craftmanship, 
the camera reveals it to be a 
Pontiac. 


Meanwhile, actor Pat Morita 


is saying "We have been most 
successful in making things 
small. Radios small, TV's 
small..." as the lead-in to a 
commercial for Fedders Corp.'s 
new lightweight rotary-powered 
air conditioner. He is flanked by 
two solemn and silent 
businessmen, recruited from the 
ranks of Japanese living in New 
York. 


"We felt that if we were going 


to use Japanese, they must be 
proper businessmen," said Ted 
Anson, Fedders' account super- 
visor at Kenyon & Eckhardt Inc. 
advertising agency. "We weren't 
going to disparage the Japanese 
people in any way, shape or 
form." 


Russ Linabury, Pontiac ac- 


count supervisor at D'Arcy, Mac- 
manus and Masius in Bloomfield 
Hills, Mich., said the agency has 
two women art directors of 
Japanese descent and neither 
found the commercial the least 
bit offensive. 


"If the ads have been offen- 


sive, you would have heard 
about it by now," said a 
spokesman for the Japanese 
Chamber of Commerce of New 
York. 


A man at the Japan Trade 


Center found nothing unusual 
about the approach. 


''In Japan, many television 


commercials use American or 
other foreign actors in television 
commercials,'1 he said. "I think 
it's time that some foreigners 
might be used on U.S. 
television." 


James Kelley, director of the 


Japan Amerca Institute where 
Japanese businessmen learn 
English, said the students who 
have seen the commercials com- 
ment only that they were 
amused by them. 


Spokesmen at Fedders and the 


Pontiac division of General 
Motors Corp. say early response 
to the commercials, which were 
developed independently but 
released around the same time 
in June, has been gratifying. 


"Dealers are out customers, 


and we're always glad when they 
accept 
our efforts 
as 


enthusiastically as they have this 
one," said James H. Graham, 
director of marketing for Pon- 
tiac. 


A Fedders spokesman said the 


firm couldn't keep up with 
orders on its new air con- 
ditioner. 


Will the home screens soon be 


filled with Japanese pitchmen 
for all American products that 
compete with Japanese items? 


"I don't.think so," said an art 


director at the" J. Walter Thomp- 
son Co. ad agency, who hadn't 
seen either commercial.
